\  ery  few,  I  presume,  understand  how  a 
captain  at  sea  ascertains  his  position  even 
day.  It  is  quite  puzzling  and  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  give  here  a  practical  explanation,  but 
I  can  give  an  idea  of  how  it  is  accod^Ashed. 
without  stating  the  actual  method  Tphr.su*  I . 
In  the  first  place  then,  it  must  ije  under 
stood  that  bv  the  thrm  ••zenith  ”  is  meant  a 
point  directly  over  one's  lead,  no  matter 
where  one  may  be.. and  that  whe^f  the  sun 
reaches  tl.o  zenith  it  is  directly  over  one’s 
head,  or  al  an  angle  of  just  90  degrees  from 
the  horizon. 

Captains  and  first  mates  carry  instruments 
that  are  trade  to  ascertain  the  distance  the 
sun  is  above  the  horizon.  At  the  top  it  has 
a  small  lookingglass  from  which  extends  a 
long  bar  having  a  slide  attached,  tbit  runs 
over  a  graduated  scale  of  degrees  at  the 
bottom  of  the  instrument.  In  the  centre  of 
the  instrument  is  a  small  telescope,  in  front 
of  which  s  a  frame,  having  in  the  lower 
half  a  piece  of  lookingglass  and  in  the  upper 
a  plaiu  piece  of  glass,  the  edges  of  these 
glasses  joining  smbothly  and  perfectly.  In 
using  the  instrument,  the  reflection  of  the 
sun  is  caught  upon  the  small  lookingglass  at 
the  top  of  the  instrument,  and  looking 
through  the  telescope,  the  slide  to  whjch 
the  glass  is  attached  is  moved  until  the 
image  is  cast  upon  the  hall  loo  tin

To  get  the  longitude,  the  captain  takes 
his  instrument  on  deck  a  few  moments  be¬ 
fore  the  time  he  thinks  it  will  be  noon,  and 
watches  the  sun  (through  the  little  telescope) 
as  it  rises.  Precisely  at  noon  it  is  exactly 
overhead.  Tliete  it  remains  an  instant, 
then  descends  on  the  west  side  of  the  globe. 
The  instant,  while  it  is  at  rest,  is  twelve 
o'clock.  That  instant  the  captain  calls, 
«•  Eight  bells!”  which  are  struck  on  the  bell 
forward  of  t:.e  forecastle  and  the  mate  alters 
the  cabin  clock  to  noon.  Now  (supposing 
the  ship’s  chronometer  to  be  correct)  when 
it  is  noon  where  we  are,  we  find  by  the 
chronometer  (which  keeps  Greenwich  time) 


that  it  is  1:4-0  a.  m.,  at  Greenwich.  I  We 
are,  therefore,  exactly  10  hours  and  20 
minutes  ahead  of  Greenwich  time  or  of  the 
meridian.  As  I  have  heretofore  explained, 
if  one  sails,  east  or  west  of  Greenwich,  ejvery
